A«fnl Catastrophe in Denner 


After an Explosion, 


BUILDING BLOWN TO RDINS AND 


THE WRECK TAKES FIRE. 


HEARTRENDING SCENES. 


HAPPENED 
EARLY 


THIS MORNING. 


HOLMES' CASTLE IS FIRED 


Attempt to Destroy Evidence, 


New York Train was Wrecked 


Cleveland Not to be at Boston 


CALAMITY IN DENVER. 


A Hotel Blown to Pieces and Many are 


Killed and Burned. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


. DENVER, Col., Aug. 19.—The Gumry 
hotel on Lawrence street, a five-story 
brick structure was demolished by an ex- 
plosion shortly after midnight this morn- 
ing. The explosion occurred in the rear 
portion of the building and came with- 
out the slightest warning. 


There were about 75 persons in the 


hotel, including the servants. A large 
number have lost their lives but how 
many cannot now be stated. It is known 
that E. C. Greiner and wife and Peter 
Gumry and wife are in the ruins and are 
undoubtedly dead. To add to the horror 
of the situation the rains of the building 
took fire and many of the unfortunates 
who were not killed outright, were slow- 
ly burned to death. It is feared the 
entire force of employes in the hotel have 
been killed, as they were sleeping in the 
portion which fell, and the remaining 
walls toppled over upon them, burying 
them beyond all hope of rescue. 


It is not yet ascertained what was the 


cause of the explosion, but it was of ter- 
rific force and all the plate glass tundows 
in the buildings in the vicinity were com- 
pletely shattered, and many pedestrians 
were injured by the flying debris. The 
fronts of many buildings close by were 
badly wrecked. The hotel structure for 
one hundred feet on one side and seventy- 
five on the front is a mass of ruins. 'Brick 
and plaster are piled in heaps twenty'feet 
high, and from this mass of wreckage 
could be heard heart-rending moans of 
injured and dying. 


At 12.35 o'clock five injured persons 


were taken out. They were all inmates 
of the upper story. Two injured women 
had almost been extricated 
from the 


ruins when the flames approached so 
close that the rescuers had to abandon 
them for their own safety. The bodies of 
three women also were seen in the rear 
part of the building but could not be 
reached. The heat was intense and the 
smoke blinding;. Dangling electric light 
wires and walls tottering and ready to 
fall increased the perils of the awful situ- 
ation. 


The firemen, who worked heroically, 


at one time almost succeded in reaching 
the interior, whence proceeded cries for 
help, but suddenly the walls in the rear 
fell and prevented further successful work 
a~, that point. The wife of R. C. Greiner, 
one of the proprietors of the hotel, was 
seen by the firemen pinioned beneath a 
truss, but it was impossible to aid her. 


Every engine fti the city is at the scene, 


but the fire was making such rapid head- 
way that Chief Pearse reluctantly ordered 
his men to cease attempts at lite saving 
where rescue appeared improbable, and 
ordered all to fight the fire. AH records 
are destroyed and there is no means of as- 
certaining the exact extent of the fatali- 
ties. 


Thus far only fifteen of those in hotel 


I are accounted for. Four of these are 
known to be dead. 


Up to 10 o'clock out of forty missing 


three dead bodies have been recovered, 
and seventeen injured were accounted for' 
The Hat of dead Is estimated at twenty. 
The firemen found M. E. Letson of Den- 
ver in the ruins of one of the rooms. He 
was still alive but in a faint voice he re- 
peated over and over again, "I am burn 
ing." 


The rescuers redoubled their effdrts to 


release the unfortunate man, but' ths 
flames from a burning wall drove tue flre- 
inea baclr and Letson was slowly cremated 
within a few feet of help. 


The work of rescue goes rapidly on 


Tho front of the building is standing, but 
in the back and center is seen a scene of 
terrible devastation of the 
explosion. 


Mingled with bricks and mortar and burn 
ing ruins are human bonas, human skulls 
and the tinell of burning flcuh is evcry 
where.

Men and the Town's Standpoint. 


To Refuse Would be Favoritism. 


Price of New Licenses 


Would be $1300. 


Whether the town will grant more 


licenses and how many it will grant will 
be aetlled upon by the selectmen this 
afternoon. Since the census taking was 
begun saloon men have discussed the pop- 
ulation considerably. Those who -were 
disappointed in getting licenses were very 
anxious for a quick announcement from 
the bureau and those who have licenses 
were not so anxious. The disappointed 
ones had hopes of another chance when 
the figures would be announced and the 
favored number were in no hurry to see 
their business reduced by additional sal- 
oons. A short time ago five applications 
were made for licenses. Only four of these 
were advertised and the fifth one is lying 
in the town office, the applicant evidently 
having lost courage. Since the announce- 
ment of the census figures, in the TRAN- 
SCRIPT the talk about licenses has been 
considerably revived. The hopeful ones 
have been button holing influential men 
and trying to convince them that the 
selectmen should hurry up and decide the 
matter of licenses. It has been pointed 
out that Lowell has granted six additional 
licenses and that Boston will allow other 
saloons in that city. This morning there 
was an unusual amount of interest taken 
in the matter. The applicants for licenses 
were putting in their time in personal 
canvassing and did a large amount of 
work. 


In all probability licenes will be granted. 


The town needs money and it is argued 
that the granting of additional licenses 
would not injure the temperance cause ; 
it would merely dilute present business. 
It is further argued that while the town 
is under the high license law that it 
should allow the full limit,of licenses. To 
allow less would be to grant those having 
licenses a protection for their business by 
keeping them from having the competi- 
tion they would have were the full limit 
allowed. In view of this, it is said, the 
selectmen cannot do Otherwise than to 
grant licenses. The license for the re- 
mainder of the year will not cost $1800 as is 
supposed by some. The price will be 
about f 1300.

The showing of the recent census en' 


titles North Adams to^n arrangement 
•whereby this town can have two represen- 
tatives to the General Court independent 
of so large a town as Williamstown has 
come to bo. North Adams has long de- 
sired this political arrangement, and it is 
now possible if the proper steps are taken 
tc push our claim;,. 


North Adams has a population of 19,127, 


Clarksburg has 1,001, making a total 20,- 
12S. 
Now the exact proportion for each 


district in the state with the new popula. 
tion figures would be 10,399, or for a 
double district, 20.79S. North Adams with 
Clarksburg is now but a little short of the 
necessary number to have two representa- 
tives if exact proportion was observed 
But it should be further considered that 
both towns are growing very fast. 
If 


neccsiary, and still keeping a compact 
district, Florida could be added with its 
population of 425. This would make a 
district 20,553, which with the present 
growth will in a few months pass the ex- 
act proportion number. 


Williamstown with New Ashford and 


Hancock would make another district, 
compact and with a growing population 
in all three towns that would warrant 
their having one representative, though 
at present somewhat short ol the propo;

Italy are almost universally regarded in 
lands beyond their o*n sunny peninsula 
of southern Europe. We refer to such 
class of Italians as have emigrated from 
their own land, not being the wealthy or 
refined class of course, nor such as maj 
be found in instances in this town, but ye' 
as representative of Italy an are the erai 
grants from Germany or France or Ire 
land are of their respective countries 
During the past few weeks when labor o 
all descriptions has been nocking to 
North Adams, one particular class has, 
been marked for the peculiar enmity anc 
dialike of all, namely "John" Italy. 
HI 


comes unwelcomed and would go un 
mourned and unwept. He seldom come 
alone but in a "gang" which is spoken o 
with about as much regard as would b 
Shown the arrival of a car-load of horses 
if these horses were to displace homi 
horses and make them useless. The plain 
fact is, that "John" Italy it not welcomi 
iu North Adams any mote than he is else- 
where. There is some reason for this tha 
may have an instructive lesson. 


The aversion to the Italian is not due to 


to his lack of industry. In this he is th 
equal of the American or Irish or German 
workmen. He can manipulate a shove 
or swing a pick in a broiling sun with an) 
representative of any nationality. 
Ke i 


not improvident or particularly intensive 
Nor is he more given to drink than the 
many who look down on him. But there 
is something in the Italian's nature tha 
brands him as an object of dislike on thi 
part of his fellow human workers in thi 
fields of manual toil. 


The Italians, in the first place, fail to 


make themselves respected or attended a 
a national class. Who ever reckons ou 
the Italians as a factor in politics cr pub 
lie affairs? What a comparison between 
the Irishman and the Italian! The for 
mer is a factor to be counted on as soon 
as he arrives in any place. He is alert 
active and uses the opportunities abou 
him to gain power and influence. Wit 
ness New York or Boston or North Ad 
ams, even. The Irishman has his voice 
and it is an important one, in every el ^ctioi 
and public concern. He bands with hi 
fellow Irishmen to be a force in his com 
munity. lie is shrewd and has "an eye t 
the main chance" always. The same i 
tins, though to a, less extent, of the Get- 
man, as crn be seen in tae government 
of cities like New York and Cinciunat 
where their number is large. In th 
Northwest the Swede does likewise, Bu 
Italian "John" is nobody everywhere 
He seems to have no sense of opportunity 
above mere living. He can't realize th 
pov.er in national Attachment or con 
certed action. He bands together ia som 
little and distinct community, but we ar 
sorry to say, only too often to fight wit 
his brother Italian and keep his stilett 
sharp. Or, as in onr own "Little Italy, 
seemingly to perpetuate the muerabl 
conditions of the native house. In 
wcrd, the Italian lacks ambition and an; 
seaming desire to better his present cir 
cutastances. He was born in abject poll 
tical bondage and seems to have no sens 
of the blessings that await him ia a fre 
land.' 


Then, too, "John" Italy is all loo will 


ing to live in filth and subsist on next t 
nothing. 
He is not 
self-respecting 


enough. He does not demand enough 
He sells his labor too cheaply. And this 


a a bad thing for the Italian. It makes 
im despised by others and does not ele- 
ate his own spirit. In this country a 
lean bed and a well spread table are 
necessary to entitle anyone to the posi- 
ion an American citizen wishes to have 
is fellows hold. 
Then again, the Italian has a,n unoom- 
ortable way of using isknifc or pistol,and 
i seeming keen delight in marring the 
lersoal beauty of anyone who differs from 
im. He is too repulsive in his resent- 


ments. He doesn't value life as highly as 
'ther nationalities. 
But there is no necessity for going on 


and pointing out the faults of the Italian. 
Such as have been mentioned are such as 
ould be corrected 4o' this nationalty's 
great advantage. Let the Italian got his 
.yes open to the benefits of counting for 
omethidg at election time, let him be 
more ambitious, let him be cleaner in his 
jersonal habits, let him be more respect- 
ng of tho dignity of labor, let him be less 
ree in his use of violence, and he will be 
i more respected man. He may then rise 
;o the level of America and its possibili- 
ties. But till then he. will receive just 
sunn treatment and gain just as much re- 
spect as he now enjoys on bis coming to 
North Adams.

only right treatment of the matter, 
in others it has been taken as only 
ihe visible end of a great conspiracy 
reaching over into next year and enanar- 
ns the congressional nomination of the 
First district. This view originated in the 
disconcerted mind of Editor Gere of North • 
&mpton, whose fruitless attempt to awak- 
en the district in behalf of Mr. Barrus lost 
.ts last chance of life by the prospect of a 
union of the fair-minded men of the dis- 
irict about the candidate from Westfleld. 
It was a powerfulsuggestipn, and the pro- 
duet of Mr. Gere's imagination became 
the most certain of political facts with 
certain papers, notably a North Adams 
Democratic organ. It would be futile to 
try to argue with the men whose interests 
or habits compel them to doubt the genu- 
ineness of eveiy fair and honorable prop- 
osition. They are settling their political 
operations on a plane where an honest 
recognition of the claims of others is im- 
possible, where the selfish motive and the 
jr.ihping policy are alone regarded as 
political powers. 
It would count for 
iothing with these people to say that the 
Gazette has no wish beyond ending uo 
the ten years of the districts life with a 
simply just action. It ivouiU only distress 
while'it could not convince them, to he 
assured that the Gazette has taken no 
counsel of political aspirants and knows 
of no designs upon the chair of its qpr 
teemed friend, the level-headed congress- 
man from North Adams. The suspicpn 
of a palitio-il scheme ca'cila'ed to under- 
mine all Wertsrn Massachusetts politics 
lor :x yciir or two must remain in the sonls 
if polisical editors whose sense of fairness 
has dwarfed out of sight. 


The Gazette will restate its position. Tt 
has always contended for a fair treatment 
of Franklin county, often in vain to be 
sure, but never in the face of the obvious 
rights of olher sections. A councilor dis- 
trict made up of five senatorial districts 
has in nine years distributed its represen- 
tation with approximate fairness among 
four of the senatorial districts and not 
recognized the nf&h :it all. It will be 
gracious and right to let the unrepresent- 
ei district, the Western Hampden, be 
given the one remaining favor. That is 
tae entire argument and it is only attacked 
by wild flights of imagination in thu realm 
of dark conspiracies.

Beyond the 


complimentary mention of several men in 
Franklin county worthy the place there 
has been no development of a boom for 
any oi them. There is not a single or- 
ganized or active movement in behalf of 
any FrankVn candidate. That four men 
are found by the Republican's search who 
are available for the place, is all '.here is 
of the hair pulling strife tne Republican 
points out, then rebukes, points in a 
dream anrt rebukes quits neealessly. 


If Franklin politicians believe there is 
more to be gained in setting up a candi- 
date, or four candidates, or more, against 
what appears to be a reasonable claim 
from another quarter, the Gazette mis- 
judges them boih as to generosity and 
sound sense. It has some very strong as- 
surances that it doei not so misjudge 
them. • Pleading for justice in every in- 
stance where sectional claims are propar- 
ly considered, as they are in this case, the 
Republican leaders here will be consistent 
ana prudent if tao district is permitted 
to close its peaceable decade witu an act 
of political justice.

Addressing tho brilliant assembly, Em- 


peror Willl uu read aloud from the docu- 
ment to be deposited in tho foundation 
slonc, as follows: "The self-sacrificing 
accord of tho German princes; tho wise 
counsel tvnd energetic support of Von Bis- 
murck; the consummate strategy and 
genius at Von Moltkc; the uucqualed 
courage and ability oC the commanders o£ 
the army, and, before- all, Crown Prince 
Frederick William; the devoted fidelity of 
Field Marshal von Boon, aud the disci- 
pline of the people, rendered success cer- 
tain. 
"But, also, in the direction of works of 


peace, the emperor was untiring to his 
lns.t breath in active furtherance of the 
welfare of the working classes. The statue 
of William the Great bhould form a testi- 
mony of tho distinguishable gratitude of 
the princes and people of Germany." 


At this, point Count von Lerchonfcld 


handed Emperor William a trowel, rc- 
qxiesting that his majesty would lay the 
foundation of a memorial which would 
remind Germany of tho great period of 
her history, itnd which the entire nation 
desired to erect to the founder of its unity 
and greatness. 


After the emperor had spread the 


ccmont 011 tho stonet Baron von Buol- 
Berenberg gave his majesty a mallet, at 
the btime time declaring that the memorial 
would be a bronze monument of tho inex- 
tinguishable gratitude of the nation. Tho 
emperor then tapped the stone twice with 
tho mallet, saying: "In memory of tha 
fallen; in recognition of the living, aud 
in emulation ot future generations."

Yachtsmen Turn Out In Force 


to Give Her Greeting. 


Opinion That Defender Has No Mean Com- 


petitor to Deal With. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—After a stormy 


voyage of 22 days the chosen champion o£ 
the United Kingdom was sighted yesterday 
afternoon off the Long Island shore. The 
way had been long and tho ' wind and sea 
had been high, but sate through all came 
Valkyrie III. 


At 1:15 p.m., by telephone aud tola- 


graph, it was announced that tho British 
boat was o2 Forge river. She was then 
about live miles off shore. At2:35sho 
was passing SiniSh Point. An hour later, 
the lookout in the tower at Fire island 
saw her coming in from the eastward. By 
4 o'clock Valkyrie III wua off Fire island. 


Valkyrie III is the best boat ever sent 


over by England, and will be met by tho 
best boat uvcr turned out on this side of 
the water. This will be the second time, 
if the Defender is chosen, as she undoubt- 
edly will b^, to defend the cup, that a kuol 
boat has been the American champion 
since an American keel schooner, tho 
America, first w on the cup. 


Craft of all kinds were gotten under 


wtiy to meet and welcome tho foreign 
visitor. Among the flrst of these to get 
in motion was tho freight steamer City of 
Bridgeport, with Lord Dunravon's repre- 
sentative in America, H. M. Kersey, and 
a large party of friends, aboard. 


Vigilant, in tow of the tender Aeronaut, 


and Defender, towed by her tender, the 
Hattio Palmer, were soon hastening to 
welcome the foreign yacht. Valkyrie III 
passed Forge river life-saying station at 
1:15 p.'m., and Smith Point at 3:35 p. m. 
She was reported by Fire Island at 8:33 
p. m., under full sail. 


Welcomed by Big Fleet. 


The fleet of vessels that west down to 


mcci. the foreigner was the largest that 
ever advanced to the place of meeting an 
incoming yacht. 
It was an all-day job, 


but it was Sunday, and yachtsmen were 
therefore gifted with plenty of time, and 
th^y Put it iu iu amost courteous manner. 


The news that Valkyrie III had been 


sighted off Moriches, L. I., at 1:15 p. in. 
spread with astonishing alacrity, if that 
opinion may be termed from the appear- 
ance of the enormous crowds which 
gathered along the Fort Hamilton shore. 
Although it was a Sunday crowd, that 
same crowd was nearly doubled by the 
aggregation of "sharps," if not cranks, of 
the yachting species. 


As the night wore on, interest in the ar- 


rival of Valkyrie increased, aud, when 
shortly before 9:oi), thu report arrived at 
Quarantine that Valkyrie was heading 
toward the upper bay, there was a great 
shone of relief, and somebody raised a 
shout of "Three cheers for Valkyrie!" and 
they were given with right good will. 


At 0:45, rhc Valkyrie, in tow, and fol- 


lowed by t\vo tugs, slowly passed Quaran- 
tine, ami wii* boarded by the health offi- 
cer. The cup challenger looked trim and 
neat. Her sails were snugly stowed, and 
on her decks were apparently all the mem- 
bers of her crew. B>arty cheers of 'wel- 
come were exchanged with the English 
sailors, and then1, the usual formalities 
having been complied with, Valkyrie con- 
tinued her journey up the bay. 


When Valkyrie III reached tho Quaran- 


tine station, she found a good many peo- 
ple waiting for hbr, and the warmth of 
her reception must have satisfied her offi- 
cers.
